A combined meeting of the 
Upland-Ontario city councils 
in Upland Tuesday resulted 
in a long second look at the

Hawes pointed out that July 
25, 1967, is the deadline for 
World War II veterans. They 
will not be able to take ad- 
vantage of the no-down-pay- 
ment, VA-guaranteed type of 
financing after that date. 

He declared now is a good 
time to buy a home for vet- 
erans and =  non-veterans 
alike, and said the National 
Association of Real Estate 
Boards, with which the On-

SECTION 6: Section 9110,- 
72-C of the Upland Munic- 
ipal Code entitled ‘‘Uses Re- 
quiring Conditional Use Per- 
mit in C-4 Zone’’ is amend- 
ed by adding subsection (11) 
as follows: 

(11) Moving and Storage 
Warehousing”’ 

SECTION 7: Section 9110.- 
84-A-(9) of the Upland Mu- 
nicipal Code entitled ‘‘Uses 
Requiring Conditional Use 
Permit in M-1 Zone” is 
amended by adding a sub- 
section (i) as follows: 

**(j) Recreation Club (pri- 
vate)’’ 

SECTION 8: Section 9119.- 
109-H-3-(a) of the Upland 
Municipal Code entitled 
‘Commercial Districts’’ is 
amended by an addition to 
read as follows: 

“(a) “C-1’’ NEIGHBOR- 
HOOD STORES DISTRICT: 
There shall be provided at 
least one (1) parking space 
of 200 sq. ft. for each one 
hundred fifty (150) sq. ft. 
of gross floor area, and in 
addition: thereto that aisle 
space and other area re- 
quired for safe ingress and 
egress, however, the calcu- 
lation of required off-street 
parking shall exclude base-

THE CITY OF ONTARIO has sold its greatest asset-- 
the Airport--to Los Angeles. 

Practically everyone in Ontario has been in favor of 
the ‘‘merger’’ so much so that anyone with a slightly 
opposite viewpoint was buried under the mob, 

About the only person really to come up with any re- 
straint was Howard Snider, the Mayor, but when faced 
with overwhelming opposition he caved in, too, At least 
he stood his ground for a while and brought many improve- 
ments and a better agreement to Ontario, 

I feel I can write a column on the airport because On- 
tario has indicated that each of its neighboring cities 
and communities has a vital stake in that airport. 

I’m sure the general view of people in the areas around 
Ontario has been favorable for the merger,

WHENEVER SOMETHING appears to be nearly a 100% 
in favor, however, it’s time to take a good look at the other 
side of the coin, 

So just for the record, and before I forget, I’d like 
to pick up a couple of the pieces of an anti-merger argu- 
ment, 

I’ve been such a strong supporter for “home rule” 
that it simply amazes me to see Ontario give away its 
greatest asset, 

I really believe that Ontario would be better served 
over the long years ahead to have kept control over its 
airport rather than turn it over to Los Angeles, 

I think in 10, 20, 30, and 40 years from now, residents 


will look at the airport and wonder if the Ontario Coun- 
cil had rocks in its collective head to let such an asset 
get away. 


Over the long period years ahead the airport can be 
developed, and funds will be available. The growth under 
Ontario’s control would have to be much more gradual 
and slower than under the thumb of Los Angeles, but in 
the long haul it would be as sound and certainly of greater 
benefit for Ontario. 

The problem, I think, stems from near-panic of most 
people who want immediate rapid growth of the airport, 
who want land values to rise dramatically, fast-shot-in- 
the-arm payrolls right now, and especially an unwilling- 
to work hard to make the airport project success- 


se 


SOME OF THE occurances that are enough to shock 
any citizen appear to have been overlooked as the merger 
developed: in a manner that was almost hysterical in 
getting the merger through without ‘‘rocking the boat,’’ 

I guess the most shocking thing I observed from a dis- 
tance was the matter of parties on both sides of the ne- 
gotiations being involved in land deals. That one really 
was a scandal that should have resulted in lopped-off 
heads, But very little happened. 
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EVEN OUR GOOD Congressman, Jerry Pettis, climbed 
abroad the bandwagon for the immediate merger, stating 
there were no federal funds available, 

This may have been true for this year, but anyone with 
any sense about the way the federal government hands 
out money realizes it only is a temporary thing, and that 
in the long run Ontario would have received a good deal 
of money.

LEST I GET an avalanche of mail and comment on my 
airport views, let me say I expect 99.99% of the people 
in Ontario now think the merger is the greatest thing 
that ever happened to their city. And I suppose the same 
percentage holds true for the area around Ontario. 

So this makes me the .01% that doesn’t bow down to 
the Los Angeles airport system. 

All I ask is that in 10, 20, 30, and 40 years from now, 
somebody--any oldtimer then--recall that one lone news- 
paperman thought Ontario should have held onto its great- 
est asset. 

So instead of writing me or clobbering me to death 
right now. please wait for a decade at least and then let's 
compare notes. Ys 

History may prove me right. . . . .andI hope you’ 
be charitable toward me until the history book is written 
through 1980, 1990, and the year 2000. : 
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
